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Council Juggles Several Issues 
Both Ordinary and Eclectic

The Greenbelt City Council 
gave conditional approval to 
eliminating garages in the Lakes 
of Greenbelt Village develop- 
ment, held a first public hearing 
on the 2002 budget and set a 
work session to review proposals 
for visual arts programming in 
the city. Council also set in mo- 
tion a plan to utilize a grant to 
further naturally occurring retire- 
ment communities and presented 
proclamations on honoring Police 
Memorial Day and Public Works 
Week. Greenbelt’s legislative 
team attended this meeting and 
gave a legislative wrap-up. 

Many citizens appeared to be 
there to discuss the results of a 
request for proposals (RFP) to 
provide visual arts programming 
at the Community Center. The 
city’s current Cooperative Agree- 
ment and License Agreement for 
Facility Use with the Greenbelt 
Association for the Visual Arts 
(GAVA) will expire this year on 
June 30. 

To determine the options for 
visual arts education for the next 
fiscal year, the city has issued a 
request for proposals, to which 


two viable responses were re- 
ceived. One came from GAVA 
and the other from Greenbelt Pot- 
tery. In response, the city recom- 
mended that the program be con- 
solidated within the Recreation 
Department and that a ceramics 
studio manager and arts specialist 
to assist with the rest of the pro- 
gramming be hired. This ap- 
proach was supported by 
Greenbelt Pottery. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
suggested that the issue be taken 
up in a special meeting so that 
members would have time to 
study the several hundred pages 
of backup material; he thought 
that the timetable was too com- 
pressed. In deference to those 
who were there to discuss the is- 
sue, council did move up the item 
on the agenda and heard some 
comments. 

The Arts Advisory Board rec- 
ommended an alternative scenario, 
choosing to hire a ceramics studio 
manager and have GAVA manage 
the rest of the visual arts pro- 
gram. However, two members of 
the Arts Advisory Board, Dennis 
Jelalian and Robert Schafer, spoke 
against the staff recommendation 


'°O2 Budget Funds Parkland 


And Building Improvements

During the next fiscal year, the 
city could begin replacing win- 
dows in the Community Center 
and purchase the Sunrise property 
for parkland. In addition, a state 
grant has been received toward 
the expansion of the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center. These 
were just some of the possible 
projects involving city parks, 
Streets and buildings discussed at 
a city council worksession on 
Wednesday, April 11 as part of 
the council’s review of the budget 
for fiscal year 2002 (FY02) for 
the Capital Projects Fund. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin’s budget proposes to- 
tal capital project expenditures of 
$1,777,500. To pay for this, 
$380,100 would be transferred 
from the city’s General Fund, 
$1,025,000 would come from 
grants, and $25,000 from interest, 
for a total of revenues of 
$1,430,100. The remaining 
money would come from the ex- 
isting balance in the fund, which 
carries over from year to year. 

Parks 

Work should begin on the 
long-awaited restrooms in the 
Buddy Attick Lake Park during 
the upcoming fiscal year. Con- 
struction and installation of a se- 
curity camera with connection to 
the police department are esti- 
mated to cost $119,000. 

Citizens interested in the dog 
park showed up at the 
worksession. So council added 
$15,000 for lights at the dog park 
to the list of projects. 
Councilmember Thomas White 


advised them that all the items on 
the Capital Projects list are for 
consideration only - sometime 
this summer, council will meet to 
decide which projects will be 
funded. 

McLaughlin proposed spend- 
ing $625,000 for land acquision. 
The funds are from Program 
Open Space funds that the city 
has gotten in past years. 

Council has been seeking to 
acquire the Sunrise property, lo- 
cated off of Hanover Parkway 
near the Holiday Inn, and these 
monies in the budget would allow 
council to purchase the property 
if the opportunity presented itself. 
At its February 12 regular coun- 
cil meeting such a purchase at- 
tempt was discussed. Sunrise 
property owners, Peterson Com- 
panies, also own a parcel on 
which council would like to see 
the new post office built. So 
council has been working on both 
issues. The price for Sunrise had 
been discussed at $624,000. 

Improvement to city play- 
grounds is slated at $102,000 in 
FYO2. A proposed wetlands edu- 
cation facility at the Buddy Attick 
Lake Park would need $5,700 in 
city funds to match funds from 
grants. Funds are set aside 
($7,000) if agreement is reached 
expanding the city trail system 
from Greenbrook to Schrom Hills 
Park. 

Streets 

A total of $100,000 is allo- 
cated for street resurfacing. A 
portion of Ora Glen Drive will be 
resurfaced and at the same time

of hiring a ceramics studio man- 
ager. Jelalian said that the sys- 
tem where GAVA operated both 
pottery and other arts education 
worked well since it was benefi- 
cial to have these programs coor- 
dinated. Schafer thought that 
there had not been sufficient op- 
portunity for citizen input. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White thought that the RFP pro- 
cess was flawed and had started 
too late, given that the arts 
classes and programs needed to 
begin in July. Councilmember 
Edward Putens asked and was 
told by City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin that the RFP process 
met the established requirements, 
in terms of announcing the RFP 
and period of time allowed for 
bids. 

Further discussion was then 
postponed and a worksession on 
the issue scheduled for May 21. 
The topic will be taken up again 
at the May 29 regular council 
meeting. 

At the first of two required 
public hearings on the 2002 bud- 
get, held on May 14, several citi- 
zens brought. issues before the

Council Set to Raise 
Tax Rate by 3 Cents

At its final budget work ses- 
sion on May 22, the Greenbelt 
City Council tentatively agreed to 
a three cent tax rate increase 
(based on the old system of as- 
sessed valuations). Under the new 
system, where property assess- 
ments are at 100% of real value, 
instead of the previous 40%, the 
tax rate increase will be 1.2 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 
This represents a two cent (.8 
cent) increase above the one cent 
(.4 cent) increase proposed by 
City Manager Michael P. 
McLaughlin. The council added 
$85,500 in revenues and $200,100 
in expenditures to the manager’s 
budget (see box on page 6). 

Council will hold a second 
public hearing on the budget on 
Tuesday, May 29 at 8 p.m. at the 
Municipal Building. Final adop- 
tion is scheduled for later that 
evening. As one councilmember 
said, after wrestling with budget 
figures for almost five hours, “No- 
body has told us not to increase 
the tax rate. If they don’t like it, 
they can come tell us at the pub- 
lic hearing.”

Astronomy Club Achieves 
Recognition by Council

The Greenbelt Astronomy 
Club’s application for recognition 
as a contributions group—receliv- 
ing support from the city—re- 
ceived unanimous approval from 
the Greenbelt City Council at its 
regular meeting on May 14. 
However, earlier in the evening 
that did not seem to be the direc- 
tion council was taking. Instead, 
the request seemed to fall into a 
long-standing debate as 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
expressed concern about groups 
that don’t have a majority 
Greenbelt membership but 
present themselves as Greenbelt 
groups. He recited the past his- 
tory of organizations that sought 
the Greenbelt labei but were not 
part of the Greenbelt community. 

The Astronomy Club applica- 


tion indicates that 55 percent of - 


the members are Greenbelt resi- 
dents, while guidelines for be- 
coming a contributions group call 
for two-thirds of the membership 
to be Greenbelters. Putens said 
if the club is half from Greenbelt 
and half from Bowie, he would 
expect Bowie to provide support 
as well. Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts echoed Putens’ concerns 
and asked what the Astronomy 
Club would do for Greenbelt citi- 
zens to warrant taxpayer support. 

In answer, President John 


Settle mentioned a number of 


educational programs. He re- 
minded council that the As- 
tronomy Club was coming to the 
city with a gift, the observatory. 
He said that the support needed 
primarily was meeting room 
space and assistance in placing 
the observatory in a suitable loca- 
tion in Greenbelt. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
spoke in support of the club’s ap- 


plication. He said that when an 
organization contributes substan- 
tially to the community, he wel- 
comes it as a Greenbelt organiza- 
tion, even if only 10 percent of 
the members are Greenbelters. 
Mayor Judith Davis felt that a 
strict numerical standard did not 
have to be applied. She encour- 
aged the club to increase its 
Greenbelt membership through 
attracting younger members, per- 
haps as non-voting junior mem- 
bers. 

Club Vice-president Doug 
Love, a Greenbelter, said that the 
club had already raised its mem- 
bership to 62 percent from 
Greenbelt through a recent mem- 
bership drive. He cited the 
unique contributions the As- 
tronomy Club can make. There 
are only three astronomy clubs in 
the entire Washington metro area, 
he said, adding that Greenbelt 
should be honored to host a club 
as well as the club’s benefiting 
from being a Greenbelt organiza- 
tion. However, he said that the 
club is open and would continue 
to attract members from neighbor- 
ing communities who have an in- 
terest in astronomy. Love also 
mentioned the club’s participation 
in the Labor Day Festival and its 
holding events to bring attention 
to the night sky (the natural sky 
with minimal man-made lighting). 

‘ Davis apologized to Settle for 

stepping into a mine field and 
recognized that the Astronomy 
Club had and would contribute to 
the community. Putens insisted 
that “there had been no opposi- 
tion, just clarification.” 
Greenbelt’s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board had approved the 
club’s application. In a final 
vote, so did all the council mem- 
bers. 


Metroland Tract Subject 
To Conflicting Opinions

No one is exactly reading tea 
leaves, but lots of folks are peer- 
ing into a clouded future con- 
cerning the so-called Metroland 
tract where the future Greenbelt 
Station development is soon, or 
eventually, to rise. To represen- 
tatives of the developers, when 
they get the okay from the gov- 
ernmental agencies involved, the 
clouds will disperse — to reveal a 
golden age to come. But to the 
set of consultants hired by the 
cities of Greenbelt and College 
Park to examine the developers’ 
Conceptual Site Plan, that future 
is murky at best and based, they 
say, on flimsy, or missing, as- 
sumptions. 

Both points of view were ex- 
posed before the Greenbelt City 
Council in a worksession on 
Tuesday, May 15. Norman 
Rivera, an attorney for the devel- 
opers, and Greg Ault, a planner 
with the firm of EDAW, Inc., 
that had drawn up two possible 
scenarios for use of the site, be- 


gan the meeting by setting forth 
their vision for the future upscale, 
mixed-use development. This 
was the rosy view. No one was 
present to represent Westfields, 
the developer of a retail mall near 
Annapolis, which ts contract pur- 
chaser for the retail portion of the 
site. 

These two speakers were then 
followed by Brian Collins, who 
analyzed the traffic study pfevi- 
ously submitted by the developers 
in support of their proposal| and , 
by Mark Burchick, representing 
Environmental Systems Soke 
Inc. (ESA), which had carried out 
a similar study of the environ- 
mental impact of the projected 
development. 

Unable to attend the meeting 
was a spokesperson for ZHA, 
Inc., which submitted a written 
report of its economic analysis of 
the proposal and how completely 
it adhered to the terms of county 
ordinance CB-47-2000, which 
had been passed specifi

classes in the center, found a 
comfortable atmosphere to ex- 
periment and grow with her peers 
and to become a part of the com- 
munity.

Additional ticket takers 
and refreshment stand personnel 
have been hired, he elaborates. 

Patrons will also find new, art- 
deco design carpeting in a red- 
black-gray pattern. The gray floor 
in the main theater has been re- 
painted. 

Better Days 

Sanchez reflects that the movie 
house — ready to close last year 
for lack of patrons — is enjoying 
a renaissance due to fundraising 
and special events organized by 
the Friends of the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre. “It began with the ap- 
pearance of Zuzu of It’s a Wonder- 
ful Life in December, and the 
crowds have been coming back,” 
he marvels. 7

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City Council Discusses 
Ceramic Arts Program 


by Nelda Young 

The Greenbelt City Council 
met in a worksession on May 21 
to discuss alternative proposals 
for the ceramics and visual arts 
programs for fiscal year 2002. 
Barbara Simon, director of 
Greenbelt Association for the Vi- 
sual Arts (GAVA), commented 
that a decision made so close to 
the time when the contract period 
begins will leave any vendor 
“precious little time” to imple- 


“ment and advertise Classes for the - 


summer. 

Joe McNeal, Community Cen- 
ter supervisor, began the meeting 
by listing the three staff recom- 
mendations in order of prefer- 
ence: First, to consolidate the 
educational visual art and ce- 
ramic art programming within the 
framework of the Recreation De- 
partment. His Alternate Scenario 
A was to consolidate the ceramic 
art programming within the 
framework of the Recreation De- 
partment and contract with 
GAVA for the provision of visual 
art programming. 

Alternate Scenario B was to 
contract with GAVA to provide 
educational visual art and ce- 
ramic art programming. 

In her presentation to the 
group, Simon emphasized 
GAVA’s opinion that the visual 
arts program should be compre- 
hensive and of one piece; in 
other words, Alternative B. Un- 
der repeated questioning from 
council, she said, “GAVA is not 
interested in recommendation A 
at all! We are interested in a 
comprehensive program only. 


We have a highly interconnected 


program.” 

Greenbelt Pottery, led by Jes- 
sica Gitlis, submitted what 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
called a “non-proposal.” This 
group suggested that the city hire 
two employees instead of con- 
tracting with a vendor. Someone 
could be hired to administer the 
arts programs, leaving the artists 
free to create and teach. A 
teacher could also be hired to 
teach and oversee the volunteers, 
she said. 


In response, Turnbull asked 
the group of nine members repre- 
senting Greenbelt Pottery, “Are 
you comfortable divesting citi- 
zens and putting the program in 
the public sector? Then, your 
group would have a chance to 
persuade only.” He added the 
caveat that in his opinion, “Any 
city-hired employee for such a 
position should be limited to a 
fixed term.” 

Mayor Judith Davis expressed 
concern: “Would you lose some 
of creative sense if you want to 
make a change by having to deal 
with a bureaucracy?” 

Gitlis answered, “The proposal 
is a vision; we are flexible.” 

So, what contribution or role 
does Greenbelt Pottery propose 
playing? They said they see 
themselves as fundraisers, a 
guild, management for the studio, 
a support mechanism, and help- 
ing with events in the commu- 
nity. Gitlis said, ““We are putting 
forward a concept.” 

From 1996 to 2000 GAVA 
and Greenbelt Pottery worked to- 
gether to provide arts programs 
in Greenbelt. The two groups 
split last winter. McNeal de- 
scribed that time as very unpleas- 
ant, “like going through an ugly 
divorce.” 

Gitlis expressed optimism that 
the parallel venture would work. 
Simon said it would be “bizarre 
for the city to hire a city ceramic 
program manager rather than a 
program.” 

The city council is expected to 
make a decision at the May 29 


- meeting.

Traffic calming is a 
project that continues from year 
to year. 

For FY02, McLaughlin has 
put. aside $30,000 for traffic 
calming projects, including 
Hanover Parkway. Staff preferred 
priority for FY02 is Hanover 
Parkway. Springhill Drive will 
be reconstructed using $100,000 
in. Community Development 
Block Grants and work on 
Southway will be done with 
$70,000 in grants. 

Construction of bus shelters is 
also an ongoing project and 
$2,000 is allocated for the con- 
Struction of two bus shelters in 
FY02. And, $30,000 is allocated 
for sidewalk repairs. 

Buildings 

The good news was the state 
approved a grant of $300,000 to 
expand and _ renovate. the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter. The bad news is that a bond 
issue will have to be considered 
to raise the city’s share of the 
costs. 

A state grant of $325,000 was 
received in 1998 to replace the 
windows in the Community Cen- 
ter. It is planned that a vendor to 
do the work will be selected, a 
worksession -held, and the work 
completed in FY02.

As previously reported from 
his preliminary written analysis, 
Collins’ study zeroed in on the 
inadequacies of the traffic counts 
submitted by the developers, on 
what he described: as their over- 
optimistic assumptions about the 
timing and probabilities of con- 
struction of a future Beltway in- 
terchange, and on their failures to 
concern themselves with over- 
loads on city streets and on 
Greenbelt Road. 

Burchick was similarly nega- 
tive. He saw as shaky indeed the 
developers’ assumptions that per- 
missions could be attained from 
the Army Corps of Engineers and 
the Maryland Department of the 
Environment. He argued that im- 
pacts on wetlands, streams, and 
flood plains were of too major a 
scope to be approved. He also 
doubted that permissions of adja- 
cent property owners could be 
obtained, as required, if lost 
floodplain storage were replaced 
by excavation of other, nearby ar- 
eas.

Groups Ask for City Council Support

The city council met 
Wednesday, May 2, with repre- 
sentatives of contribution 
groups, which are those groups 
recognized by the city as pro- 
viding a service to the commu- 
nity and whose programs the 
city partially funds. Each 
group’s representatives con- 
veyed to council members high- 
lights of what had been 
achieved during the past fiscal 
year so far, and their plans for 
the year to come. Groups rep- 
resented were: the Golden Age 
Club, Greenbelt Baseball-Cal 
Ripken League, the Babe Ruth 
Association, Greenbelt Concert 
Band, Greenbelt Youth Double 
Dutch League, Aquatic Boost- 


ers, the Writer’s Group, Boy’s. 


and Girl’s Club, Greenbelt Arts 
Center, the Senior Softball 
Team, and the Labor Day Fes- 
tival Committee. 
Boys and Girls Club 

The total amount of money 
requested by all groups came to 
$80,300. Most groups re- 
quested the same funding as 
last year. An exception was the 
Boy’s and Girl’s Club, which 
reduced their request from 
$15,000 to $10,000 because no 
one registered for baseball or 
softball this year, so these 
sports would not need to be 
funded. They also hope to 
eventually become self-suffi- 
cient financially through volun- 
tary sponsorship, but currently 
still need city funding and an- 
ticipate increasing their request 
next year to the previous level. 

Councilmember | Edward 
Putens asked each group for the 
percentage of their membership 
that derived from Greenbelt 
_ residents, and about the group’s 
efforts to increase that number. 
The Boys and Girls Club mem- 
bership is 98 percent Greenbelt 
residents. 

Golden Age Club 

All members of the Golden 
Age Club have to have been a 
city resident at one time, as one 
must live in the city at the time 
of joining the club. Some 
members have moved to nearby 
communities in order to obtain 
the necessary assistance with 
daily living activities, but many 
of them still return to club 
functions. Mayor Judith Davis 
asked representatives to determine 
if there is a need for the 
Greenbelt Connection to possibly 
provide transportation for such 
members. Their main fund-rais- 
ing activity is their annual yard 
sale, which will be June 2. 

Concert Band 

The Greenbelt Concert Band 
has a preponderance of mem- 
bership from outside the city 
due to problems in finding a 
full complement of musicians 
and a conductor interested in 
participating within the city’s 
population base. However, the 
broad geographic base of their 
membership also draws an audi- 
ence from a wider area. About 
half of their performances are 
held in Greenbelt, and when 
performing elsewhere, they are 
promoting the city as “a haven 
for the arts.” City funds are 
contributed towards the 
conductor’s salary and also for 
purchase of equipment and sup- 
plies. 

Representatives were pleased 
to have acquired the music li- 
brary of the late John 
DelHomme, who had been the 


band’s director, through a dona- 
tion by DelHomme’s son. They 
said the library is quite an as- 
set, as much of the music is out 
of print. 

Tom Cherrix, conductor, 
asked about the possibility of 
the band having a page on the 
city’s website, as he had con- 
cerns about funding the cost of 
their own site, as well as find- 
ing someone within their mem- 
bership willing to create and 
maintain it. 
might be possible. 

Labor Day 

The Greenbelt Labor Day 
Festival Committee has been 
self-supporting, but Patti Broth- 
ers, president, requested 
$12,000 “seed money” to carry 
them through the coming year 
since bad weather for the past 
two years caused attendance, 
and income, to decline. Broth- 
ers said this would be consid- 
ered a loan with the committee 
intending to repay the money to 
the city. Current fund-raising 
plans include a bake sale at the 
Community Center open house. 

Cal Ripken League 

Representatives of the Base- 
ball-Cal Ripken League de- 
scribed how the autonomy they 
experience by having their own 
charter gives the more inter- 
ested players opportunity to 
play a longer season. The 
league will celebrate its 50th 
anniversary this year and they 
hope to commemorate it with 
some special events. This orga- 
nization reported a membership 
that is 90 percent city residents. 

Double Dutch League 

Kim Bradshaw, coach of 


Greenbelt Youth Double Dutch | 


League, told council that the 
league had qualified for a com- 
petition in Florida and also the 
AAU Junior Olympic Games 
to be held in Hampton Roads, 
Virginia. The requested funds 
would help them participate in 
these, as well as purchase 
equipment and uniforms. They. 
would like to broaden their 
reach and increase membership. 
However, during basketball 
season they have to yield the 
gym to that sport, cutting their 
practice time, and these space 
constraints would prevent their 
expansion. They will also cel- 
ebrate an anniversary this year, 
their 10th. Their membership 


is 70 percent composed of city 


residents. 
Aquatic Boosters 

The Aquatic Boosters, at 60 
percent, fell slightly short of 
the 2/3-city-resident member- 
ship criteria-for contribution 
groups, but nonresidents- must 
join the swim club to be a 
Booster member.

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Shy Planet Mercury 
Is Visible in May 


Over the next week, observers 
in the Greenbelt area will have an 
advantage in seeing one of the 
most elusive objects in the solar 
system — the planet Mercury. 
Even though it has been known 
since antiquity and is visible to 
the unassisted eye, it 1s the most 
difficult of the non-telescopic 
planets to observe. The great as- 
tronomer Sir Isaac Newton went 
his entire lifetime without seeing 
it. : 
Mercury is so difficult to see 
because it orbits very close to the 
sun and is usually lost in the 
sun’s glare. However, at this 
time of year the plane of the 
ecliptic (this is what astronomers 
call the apparent path of the sun 
across the sky) ts at a high angle 
to the western horizon. The 
planets closely follow the plane 
of the ecliptic too in their orbits 
around the sun. This, coupled 
with Mercury's position in its or- 
bit about the sun, means that the - 
distance of Mercury from the sun 
will be translated to height above 
the horizon, making the planet 
visible low in the west for a 
longer time after sunset. 

Another aid in finding Mer- 
cury is that it appears near the 
bright planet Jupiter, which looks 
like a bright, cream-colored star 
low in the west. Jupiter is easily 
the brightest “star” in that part of 
the sky. In the middle of May, 
Mercury does not set until two | 
hours after the sun. 

The best time to look for it is 
about half an hour after sunset, 
when the sky is dark enough for 
the planet to show up. Using 
binoculars helps. Scan the sky 
around bright Jupiter. With a 
small telescope, Mercury. will 
present a crescent just like the 
moon. Patience with the “light 
pollution,’ and finding a spot 
with clear horizons to the west 
are essential.

City Council. _Marjorie Whitaker, 
president of the Dog Park Associa- 
tion, thanked council for the reno- 
vation of the dog park, which is 
now underway. She asked that 
$15,000 be restored to the capital 
improvements budget to expand 
and improve the dog park. She 
mentioned that the association was 
very active now and planning an 
event, perhaps a “ribbon chewing,” 
to re-introduce dogs to the park 
when it reopens. 

In a related issue, 
councilmembers brought up the 
problem that the fenced volleyball 
court seemed to be used as a tem- 
porary dog park. Recreation Di- 
rector Hank Irving promised to 
look into the problem. He said that 
some dog owners may not know 
about the dog park or they may be 
using this spot on a temporary ba- 
Sis. 

Council seemed surprised to 
hear from Sue Krofchik of the 
Greenbelt Garden Club. She 
asked for $5,000 to install a 
source of water at the city-owned 
garden plots on Hamilton Place. 
Counci-Imember Rodney Roberts 
asked, “Why didn’t this come up 
in the special work sessions held 

with community groups who are 

seeking support?” Krofchik 
wasn’t sure but thought that per- 
haps rejection of a request about 
10 years ago was the reason. 
She outlined the need for water 
at the garden plots and spoke of 
the benefits of gardening to 
young and old. 

Mayor Davis said that both re- 
quests, along with others which 
have been received since the bud- 
get was developed, will be consid- 
ered in a final budget 
worksession, held on May 22.

The grant is a joint venture be- 
tween the city and Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. to assist Greenbelt 
in finding innovative ways to 
help senior citizens remain in 
their homes as they age, and to 
help in coordinating available 
County and State services. 
Council authorized staff—in 
cooperation with GHI and se- 
nior advisory groups — to fill 
the temporary position of Com- 
munity Resource Advocate. 

Leonie Penney of the As- 
sisted Living Task Force spoke 
in support of the city’s plan. 
She said that the task force was 
eager to work with the Com- 
munity Resource Advocate and 
to share experiences and 
knowledge. Jackie Shabe- 
Rochefort of the Senior Citi- 
zens Advisory Board also spoke 
in favor of the grant. She 
asked that the board and the 
task force have input into the 
search for and selection of the 
Advocate. She stated that there 
should be close involvement 
between those who have been 
working on senior issues and 
the city and GHI in developing 
this program. 

Presentations 

Lt. Thomas Kemp of the 
Greenbelt Police Department 
accepted a proclamation read 
by Mayor Davis in honor of 
May 15 as Police Memorial 
Day and May 13-19 as Na- 
tional Police Week. Lt. Kemp 
thanked the city on behalf of 
those who serve and those who 
have lost their lives in duty. 
He said that Greenbelt would 
be sending an honor guard to 
the observances at the Police 
Memorial in Washington. 

In another presentation, the 
mayor issued a proclamation to 


mark Public Works Week, May 
20-26. Kenny Hall, director of 
Public Works accepted the 
proclamation on behalf of all 
the men and women who work 
in the department. “They’re 
good people,” he said. 
Legislative Update 

State Senator Leo Green and 
Delegates Joan Pitkin and 
James Hubbard, who earlier in 
the meeting had participated in 
the ACE awards to Greenbelt 
students gave a report on the 
legislative session which ended 
in April. Hubbard said it was a 
banner year for the Maryland 
Municipal League, with many 
of its legislative recommenda- 


- tions succeeding. He said that 


they had passed some good 
bills and kept some bad ones 
from being enacted.

continuing decrease in income 
tax. For all citizens, the legis- 
lature approved uniform voting 
procedures throughout the state. 
Revisions to Site Plan 
Unable to sell garage units, 


the developer of the Lakes of 


Greenbelt Village requested per- 
mission to modify the site plan 
to eliminate all of the ‘unbuilt 
garages originally planned. 
(Only 10 of 71 garages have 
been built and sold.) Addi- 
tional parking space will be- 
come available with the elimi- 
nation of the garage units. 
Residents of the development 
Support this change, he said, 
primarily due to a severe park- 
ing shortage. In place of the 
garages, fencing and additional 
landscaping between this prop- 
erty and Hunting Ridge — the 
adjacent property — has been 
proposed. 

Hunting Ridge has approved 
this change, in part because the 
property line between the two 
properties has not been well 
maintained and the original 
landscaping has been allowed 
to die. The city has retained 
the services of a landscape ar- 
chitect, Sharon Bradley-Papp, to 
review the developer’s plan and 
Suggest improvements. The de- 
veloper will be responsible for 
the costs of the specific 
changes requested by the devel- 
oper, but not for other changes 
if the home owners association 
chooses to include additional 
fencing and landscaping, coun- 
cil learned. The developer 
would keep open the option for 
construction of garage units at 
a later date. 

Councilmembers had a num- 
ber of questions for City Plan- 
ner Celia Craze, from how 
many garages were actually 
sold to whether they are being 
used for vehicle parking or 
other storage. Mayor Judith 
Davis suggested that the devel- 
oper had a poor track record in 
carrying out its responsibilities. 
She wanted to know what kind 
of assurance the city would 
have that the developer would 
follow this plan. 

Turnbull said he was con- 
cerned that “like a number of 
amenities in the community, the 
garages are being given up.’ 
He questioned whether the 
homeowners might want the ga- 
rages if they had been offered 
at a different price. 

Councilmember Roberts 
thought that the development’s 
site plan was a “bad one from 
the start and has done nothing 
but get worse.” He was “not 
willing to vote to save the de- 
veloper one dime.” Roberts 
praised the city’s staff for 
working with the developer to 
get the best possible result for 
the residents. 

Mayor Davis thought that 
any desire to hold the developer 
to original plans should be 
weighed with the current de- 
sires of the home owners. She 
felt that money that the devel- 
Oper saves with this revision 
should be plowed back into the 
community. Council decided to 
condition the approval of these 
changes with the developer’s 
investing the net savings from 
the elimination of the garages 
and creation of surface parking 
into landscaping and other 
amenities in the development. 
In a vote of 3 to 2 (Roberts 
and Turnbull against) this mo- 
tion was approved. 


Craze indicated that she will 
be working closely with the 
developer to follow through on 
this approach. Davis invited 
the Home Owners Association 
to make its views known to 
council and to take an active 
role in ensuring that the devel- 
oper meets its obligations. 

. Personnel Issues 

A study by Charles 
Hendricks and Associates on 
the compensation of city per- 
sonnel has been completed. 
The study looked at all the 
city’s positions and the classi- 
fication and pay scales for 
comparable positions in seven 
other communities. 

Roberts questioned whether 
the study had included benefits 
as well as direct salaries and 
felt the study was deficient 
without that. City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin doubted 
whether the consultant could 
easily provide that information. 
Council voted to receive the 
recommendations and schedule 
a worksession for further dis- 
cussion. 

Because of an anticipated 
rate hike for its current insur- 
ance carrier, the city sought 
proposals from local health in- 
Surance providers. CareFirst/ 
Capitol Care (Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield) submitted a proposal 
significantly lower than current 
premiums. Coverage is viewed 
as excellent and offers employ- 
ees three tiers of coverage: a 
typical HMO product, a point 
of service option and Blue Pre- 
ferred, an enhanced coverage 
option. The insurance offers 
an optional dental plan and in- 
cludes partner coverage, the 
latter to. be paid totally by the 
insured. Council unanimously 
approved this change.

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Staff, Refuse and Recycling Are 
Issues for Public Works Department

Recent innovations, such as 
purchasing a street sweeper, 
contracting out vehicle mainte- 
nance, and expanding the recy- 
cling program are paying off, 
Public Works staff told council 
at the May 7 _ budget 
worksession. 

Projects for this fiscal year 
and the future include reorga- 
nizing staffing, renewed work 
on ball field maintenance, and 
possible in-house leaf 
composting. 

The proposed budget for the 
Department of Public Works for 
fiscal year 2002 (FY0O2) is 
$1,827,100. This is up from 
last year’s $1,701,600. The 
bulk of the increase is person- 
nel expenses. 

Personnel 

The salaries for the employ- 
ees of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works is $1,704,100 in the 
FYO2 budget. This is up from 
$1,597,500 in the FYO1 
adopted budget. A few posi- 
tions in the department will be 
re-organized. A new position 
will be that of crew leader for 
the refuse and recycling crew. 
The position has been filled 
temporarily and the department 
feels it has been shown to im- 
prove crew performance and 
customer service. 

Under the director of the de- 
partment will be the Superinten- 
dent of Operations, overseeing 
building and fleet, for which po- 
sition someone will be hired. 
The Assistant Director will over- 
see parks and refuse, and this 
will be filled by long time city 
horticulturalist Bill Phelan. 

Leaf Composting 

The department is looking at 
in-house composting of leaves 
and a proposal will be sent to 
council in the future. Possible 
locations mentioned were 
Northway ballfields; or in 
Buddy Attick Park either where 
the Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission was working 
near the dam; or Parcel 15. 
Director of Public Works 
Kenny Hall said the latter was 
his preferred location, since 
part of the parcel was cleared 
of trees years ago. Parcel 15 is 
between the Beltway and the 
lake trail, near where the fire- 
works are set off. 

Superintendent of Operations 
Bill Phelan said staff is still re- 
viewing the options. For ex- 
ample, he said a way to save 
money is to stop hauling the 
bagged leaves to the Western 
Branch facility, by switching to 
paper bags and hauling the 
leaves in the paper bags to the 
facility in College Park. But 
the paper bags are more expen- 
sive. 

Trash & Recycling 

Greenbelters recycle 44% of 
their waste. Over the last few 
years the amount of refuse is 
gradually decreasing and the 
recycling rate is gradually in- 
creasing. In FY99, 1,885 tons 
of refuse were taken to the 
landfill; in FYO2 the estimate is 
1,815 tons. In FY99 the 
amount of recycled material 
was 1,299 tons, in FYO2 it is 
estimated it will be 1,435 tons. 
(These figures are for the 
people who use city waste 
pick-up, and excludes those 
Greenbelt residents who use 
private firms.) 

In addition to curb-side 


pick-up, the city has a recy- 
cling center near the Public 
Works. building which is next to 
the parking lot in the Buddy 
Attick Park. The city sells 
whatever recyclables it can. 

Hall said his goal was to do 
away with the existing wooden 
deck style recycling center and 
replace it with bins at the 
ground level. There is no 
money in the budget for a new 
deck and so it is repaired, he 
explained. Part of the problem 
is the recycling truck bumps 
into it on occasion and loosens 
up the repair work. 

It is. proposed that the refuse 
collection fee be increased $6 a 
year. This will be offset by the 
reduction of $20 in the Prince 
Georges County landfill fee, so 
the total annual fee will be 
$170.80. 

Waste collection expenses 
for FYO2 are estimated to be 
$450,300. Service fees will 
bring in an estimated $407,700 
in revenue. Other revenue 
sources should make for a total 
revenue of $473,500. They are: 
$57,400 landfill disposal rebate, 
$7400 recycling fee, and $1000 
for sale of recyclable materials. 

Parks 

Public works department em- 
ployees maintain the city’s 
parks. Greenbelt has 506 acres 
of parkland, 31 playgrounds, 
and seven athletic field com- 
plexes to maintain. For FY02 
the estimated expenses for park 
upkeep is $733,700, of which 
$555,500 is personnel expenses. 

Work is being done to im- 
prove conditions on the ball 
fields. Topsoil will be added to 
Braden and Northway fields. 
Play will be eliminated at the 
elementary school field, as it is 
in poor condition, by purchas- 
ing portable field goals and us- 
ing them on the deep outfields 
at Northway fields to create an- 
other soccer field. Work is be- 
ing done on the type and 
amount of seed and fertilizer 
put on the fields. 

Streets 

The city maintains over 25 
miles of streets. The estimated 
expenditures for all street related 
work from all parts of the budget 
is estimated to be $1,054,500 in 
FY0O2. The estimated revenues 
are $170,000 from Community 
Development Block Grant, 
$600,000 from highway taxes, 
and $284,500 from general city 
revenues. The Capital Projects 
Fund budget includes $130,000 
for street and sidewalk repair 
projects (see separate story). 

Street repair and maintenance, 
including snow removal and 
street cleaning, is budgeted at 
$542,100 for FY02. Hall said 
the streets are in good shape. 
And as to potholes, Hall reported 
a new mix is being used that is 
more expensive, but outlasts the 
mixture that had been used. 

Street landscaping is up from 
$45,000 in the FYO! adopted 
budget to $64,300 for FY02. 
Street cleaning and storm sewer 
maintenance are down from 
$13,000, and $12,500 respec- 
tively in the FYO1 budget to 
$6,500 and $8000. The new 
street sweeper purchased and 
shared with three other cities has 
reduced these costs as one man 
does the work formerly done by 
four. 

Street resurfacing is planned 
on Ora Glen Drive between 
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Morrison Drive and Mandan ~ 
Road. And temporary repairs 
are planned for Cherrywood 
Lane next to the heavily used 
bus stop across from the Giant 
Food store. 

The mechanical condition of 
the city’s fleet of vehicles is 
good. In-house maintenance of 
the vehicles is budgeted at 
$208,400 for FY02. Routine 
preventive maintenance on 
smaller vehicles is contracted 
out to a local service station. 
Large vehicle work and an an- 
nual inspection of the whole 
fleet is done by a regional com- 
pany. 

Street painting, such as 
crosswalks and parking places, 
is budgeted at $72,800 for 
FY02. A crosswalk study is 
planned and Davis asked when 
it would be done. After the 
planning review of Metroland is 
done, said McLaughlin. 
Metroland “is an all consuming 
black hole” of staff time and 
effort, he commented. 

Greenbelt Connection 

The Greenbelt Connection is 
a six day a week dial-a-ride ser- 
vice that drives citizens to any 
point within Greenbelt. This 
service is heavily subsidized by 
the city, though last fiscal year 
the adult fares were raised a 
quarter. In FYQ2 expenses are 
estimated to be $67,100. It is 
estimated $7000 will come from 
fares and the remaining $60,100 
from general city revenues. In 
FYOO there were 5169 riders 
and in FYQ1 an estimated 5,650 
riders. 

Miscellaneous 

For the upkeep of and utili- 
ties for the municipal building, 
$57,800 is proposed for FY02. 
And for keeping Roosevelt Cen- 
ter Mall clean and neat, 
$41,600 is budgeted. 

Funds for maintaining the 
city cemetery in FY02 are bud- 
geted at $6,800. The cemetery 
is on a wooded knoll on Ivy 
Lane across from an office 
building. 

In FY02 $577,900 is bud- 
geted for the administration of 
the department, which includes 
the salaries of the director and 
administrative staff, and for the 
public works building. 


Greenbelt CARES 


The third teen discussion 
group at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
Schoo] has now been completed. 
This particular group had 11 par- 
ticipants, grades 9 through 12. 
There were eight sessions con- 
ducted in the school’s guidance 
office. 

The Advisory Committee on 
Education (ACE) hosted its sev- 
enth annual ACE Student Award 
ceremony this past Monday. 
Fourteen exemplary students 
from seven area schools, a boy 
and a girl from each, were hon- 
ored with certificates which came 
from the Maryland State Senate, 
the Maryland House of Del- 
egates, the Prince George’s 
County Council and the City of 
Greenbelt. Wendy Wexler is the 
CARES staff liaison to ACE. 
She reports that this year, for the 
first time, two sisters, one at the 
elementary school level and one 
at the high school level, were 
given ACE awards.
